The South and ¢eneral Garfield. 

A corresp »ndent,‘who says the north is 
very much interested in the attitude of 
the south with respectto the administra- 
tion of General Garfield, writes us al! 
the way from Concord, New Hampshire, 
to inquire what course Tur ConstiruTion 
proposes to pursue. This inquiry is a 
trifle obscure, to be sure, but we take it 
for granted that our correspondent de- 
sires to know whether Tue ConstitTuTION 
will antagonize General Garfield’s ad- 
ministration in a heated, partisan way, 
or whether it will be disposed to give 
him due credit for any effort he may 
make to govern wisely and patriotically. 
We are perfectly well aware that the at- 
titude of the south or the disposition of 
Tae Constitution will have no appre- 
ciable effect upon General Garfield’s ad- 
ministration. His policy is no doubt al- 
ready fully matured, and it will be 
carried out quite independently of any- 
thing that may be thought or said at the 
south. But something is due to the cu- 
riosity of our correspondent, and we 
therefore hasten to give him such infor- 
mation as we happen to have at hand. 

In the first place, as to the attitude of 
the southern people. It is safe to say, 
that never in the annals of their politi- 
cal history have they ever been in a bet- 
ter humor or in a more hopeful mood. 
They are neither sullen nor resentful; in 
other words, they think they perceive 
that the election ot General Garfield 
is not so much an _ evidence of 
prejudice against the south as the inevi- 
table result of the efforts of an army cf 
trained politicians and office-holders to 
retain power and place. They may be 
deceived in regard to this; it is the easi- 
est matter in the world to be deceived in 
regard to the motives that move people 
in politics. But suppose the southern 
people are deceived—what difference 
will it make in theend? We simply de- 
sire to assure our correspondent that 
they are disposed to look on the bright 
side of things. They will also have the 
pleasure of looking on General Garfield 
asreally and truly the president, and 
this is something to be glad about. Mr. 
Hayes’s administration has been a very 
just and clean one, all things considered, 
but the very mention of his name sug- 
gested the uncomfortable fact that his 
title to the office, however substantial, 
was the outcome of the most infamous 
political fraud ever perpetated. Some of 
his appointments in the south, notably 
in Louisiana and Florida, were disgrace- 
ful concessions to the fact, and destroyed 
whatever effect his policy might have 
had in the south.- General Garfield’s ap- 
pointments in the south may be equally 
as obnoxious, but they will be regarded 
as the result of partisanship and not as 
concessions to a gang of knaves. 

It is true, a majority of the people 
of the south voted against General Gar- 
field; but it is equally true that very 
“nearly a majority of the whole people 
of the couatry voted against him. He 
has the choice of being the president of 
a party, or of being the president of the 
country. In one case, the peop'e of the 


will be that of genial distrust; but we 
shall be quick to appreciate and respond 
to the slightest symptom of a desire on 
the part of the new president to deal with 
the south and the problems which per- 
plex us in a statesmaniike way. The 
south expects no favors; we are not can- 
didates for sympathy; but we do not 
hesitate to say that a little intelligent 
sympathy, such as a broad-minded, 
thoughtful American might feel 
for a section that has been the victim 
alike of alien oppression and a thousand 
home-made blunders, would go a long 
way towards enabling our people to meet 
the future with renewed hope and en- 
ergy. We make no mistake in regard to 
General Garfield’s capacity. Since Abra- 
ham Lincoln, the country bas had no 
president who could at all compare with 
General Garfield. His ments] equipment 
is perfect, his training exceptional. Ii 
he is strong enough to follow such of his 
impulses as are indorsed by his juadg- 
ment his administration will be that of a 
statesman. If he is swayed merely by 
gratitude to the machinery of his party, 
he will give us an administration which 
will be no more effective than Grant's. 
His success or his failure will not depend 
upon “HE Const:TuTION, but we shal 
strive not to do hii injustice.
